and in their act chapter No. 6<3 have 
extended the right to appoint official 
Interpreters to the justices of all the 
superior courts of the commonwealth. 


"I really believe that.it is not just 


that the same powers be not given 
to the justices of the other courts in 
the commonwealth to thoroughly know 
the facts and administer justice ac- 
cordingly. 
"It Is true that cases tried in the 


superior court are far more important 
than those tried before district, police 
and municipal courts but their number 
\s more limited. 
"The lower courts are more closely 


In touch with the immigrant class of 
people that the commission Is inter- 
ested In. and consequently helps more 
to make abiding citizens than does 
the superior court. \

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NOW FOR. BUSINESS 


Now ihat the fruits of a strenuous political campaign are seen in the 


^organization of'(he municipal coitnoil, as typified by tho formal intro- 
•ituction of Messrs. Putnam and Duncan as commissioners of the city of 
Lowell for some time to come, it is to be hoped that party politics and 
pctiy politics will be pushed to Die. IwcUgromid for u season and that 
uo will have a business-like administration. 
It is too much to'expect 


that two new-members, no matter how excellent their intentions are, cnn 
achieve wonders, but thero is no excuse for .a lack of initiative and 
cooperation in advancing the interests of the city. There is ,a number of 
very important projects awaiting action, and these cannot bo attended 
to by mere speeches or idle plays to the gallery. 
Thero is nn obvious 


temptation for new commissioners as for old commissioners to make the 
'pub|ic interest secondary to private political interests, but tho folly of 
such a course has been recently demonstrated too strongly to be as yet 
ignored. If our last elections showed anything in particular, it was th'at 
Lowell is surfeited ad naiiscum with a sit still policy irbich hides inability 
and insincerity under tho guise of economy. 


If one is to take the brief inaugural at its face value, it is most; 


apparent that tbe need for some constructive activity is now apparent at 
city hall for the improvements outlined are for the-inns! part what the 
Lowell public have agitated for some time past. 
A strange feature of 


the inaugural in question is that some of the most important items could 
row be accomplished if our officials had not let personal animosities and 
grievances run. away .with their better judgment at''the'beginning of the 
present administration. 
There is an element of humor, for'instance, in 


that clause which advocates the erection of. an isolation hospital. 
Two 


or three members of the present municipal council know very well why 
such a hospital-has not been erected. 
They also know, in all probability, 


that it. is not .wise or feasible to ignore the laws of. the state forever; 


filieuce 'the''change of front. 
From whatever motive the suggestion has 


bepn 'made; however, the announcement that such an institution is being 
considered will be welcomed as a change for the better. If our munic- 
ipal heads would only put personal leanings aside, many other discarded 
policies would be'found worth reviving: 
We have had .« period of 


'inactivity -without either progress or prosperity.

The accident on Rogers street and 


other accidents in this"city Saturday 
evening demonstrate beyond question 
the danger of coasting which is hot 
regulated and under the control of the 
I 
-e/who are, in this respect, respon- 


sible for the public safety. The sport 
Is a, splendid one, invigorating 
and 


enjoyable to a high degree, but withal 
it_is dangerous unless 
indulged 
in 


within certain restrictions. In 
other 


cities, such aa Somervillc, thero Is talk 
of prohibiting coasting on the public 
streets entirely, but there would bo 
no need of such a sweeping prohibi- 
tion If certain rules were established 
and their observance insisted on by 
the "police. 


Some necessary rules .will suggest 


themselves to anybody who thinks on 
tho subject even superficially. In the 
first .place, coasting should bo abso- 
lutely forbidden on streets where the 
risk to the coasters or others is too 
great. Certain streets

Centralvllle. Pawtuckclville and other 
sections will at once suggest

selves for this list, though coasting is 
now Indulged in on many streets thai 
ought t9 be avoided. On those streets 
where coasting is permitted. It should 
be restricted to certain hours, and if 
these streets cross others, the street 
railroad should bo asked to co-operate 
by stopping their cars tor a moment 
at 
the crossing. Then, too.

should lie regulations about the num- 
ber of 'double-runners allowed on a 
street at a given time and tho dis- 
tance between them.

Although authoritative records show that Great Britain has lost so far in tho wnr seventeen warships 


as ngninsl Genuuny's thirty, the meu, tonnage and armament lost is far to the advantage of Germany.

also significant tliat tho severest losses in this rcspeul have been met with by the British in their home waters 
as the result of the "wearing down" process followed by the. Germans in making excursions with submarine 
from behind their barriers at Helgoland.. Tho Formidable makes the third "big ship" to ba lost by the Brilis! 
in home waters. The Bulwark, .also a pre-Ureacinought, .was blown up at the mouth of the Thames on NOT 
26, and tho Audacious, a super-Dreadnought, was sunk ol! the north coast of Ireland on Oct. 27. The Bui 
wark may have been'destroyed through ,an internal explosion. The Audacious probably met her fate through 
mine, although the British admiralty bus not yet even announced her loss. 
Aside from the total complement 


of the Good Hope and the Monmouth, numbering 1C54 men, lost off the Chilean coast on Nov. 7, Germany' 
"wearing down" tactics accounts for the majority of the remainder, 4800 in killed, as recently announced b 
the admiralty. Germany's entire loss is believed to be about 2400, but no figures are accessible.

THOMAS J. NOUCAS MAKES THE 


FOLLOWING STATEMENT TO A 
SUN 
REPRESENTATIVE 


Speaking of court Interpreters Mr. 


Thomas P. Noucas prepared the fol- 
lowing statement for The Sun: 


"Tho Immigration commission in its 


report to the legislature recommends 
an act by which the Justices of any 
court shall appoint whenever the ser- 
vices of an Interpreter are needed an 
official interpreter from an eligible 
list prepared by the civil service com- 
mission. 


"The reasons which 
brought 
the 


commission to make such recommen- 
dation aro fully and clearly enumer- 
ated In the samo report, but before 
such recommendation and in the year 
1!H2 an act'was 'passed by the legis- 
lature in which the justices of tha 
municipal court of Boston were au- 
thorized'to appoint such interpreters 
and fi>c their compensation. 


-"The act recommended by 'the •cony- 


mission is in fact tho extension of a 
privilege heretofore granted 
to 
the 


municipal court of Boston, to all the 
courts throughout the commonwealth. 


'Our legislators last year Have taken 


tlip recommendations of the immigra- 
tion 'coipmission 
into 
consideration 


and, 'n :thqir. act chapter No. 673 have 
extended- the right to appoint official 
Interpreters lo tho justices of all the 
superior courts of tho commonwealth. 


"I really believe that it is not just 


that the jsame powers bo not given 
to tho justices of tho other courts In 
the commonwealth to thoroughly know 
tho facts and administer justice ac- 
cordingly. 


"It Is true that cases tried In the 


superior ^court are far more Important 
than those tried before district, police 
and municipal courts but their number 
Is more limited. 


"The- lower courts arc more closely 


In touch.with the immigrant class of 
people that the-.commission1 Is Inter- 
ested In, and consequently helps more 
to make abiding citizens .than does 


than Boston - should be 
refused 
the 


protection that Is extended to their 
brethren In tho capital. 


"Now- that a new legislature is about 


to enter-and more ^visdom - is added 
to tho ono already possessed, some- 
thing might bo done In order to enable 
the foreign elements to appreciate tho 
just value ot American justice, admire 
the American Institutions and become 
good and law-abiding citizens.
